The em- 
phasis has shifted to the 
careful analysis, exposing 
the hidden forces of the 
country’s economic process 
We are no longer impres- 
sed by being told what 
develooments occurred in 
1960. for by now we al- 
ready know — or guess — 
what has taken piace. But 
just because of this we are 
now in the position to 
compare the analysis and 
prognosis with subsequent 
development, and thus 
learn what the causes of 
our current troubles are. 

KR is therefore the sup- 


piementary analysis ac- 
companying the report 
which is attracting the 


public attention with the 
following statements. “The 
price rise was felt mainly 
im the second part of the 
year, and in that period 
the upward trend seems 
to have received new mo- 
mentum. Cost factors seem 
to have not exerted strong 
pressure im this respect, 
for the wage increase was 
largely offset by the high- 
er productivity. The rise 
im import prices was slight 
and fiscal charges were 
raised, on the average, 
enly to a small extent. 
The rise in prices was 
mainly due to larger de- 
mand in the wake of high- 
or general licuidity. The 
volume of means of pay- 
ment rose on the average 
by 14 per cent (and tne 
amount of bank credits to 
the public by 27 per cent), 
while the increase m the 
real national product was 
8 per cent... The big- 
ger rete of imerease of 
means of payment, and of 
bank credits was mot ac- 
companied by a corres- 
ponding increase in real 
product. Instead, there was 
a significant increase im 
the foreign trade gap, and 
price rises progressed at a 
more rapid pace.” 

MK is this last statement 
which contains the kernel 
of our current worries. 
For while monetary ex- 

nsion may be of use in 

ducing bigger produc- 
tion while part of the 
country’s economic resour- 
ces are unemployed, this 
is no longer the case, 
when once a state of full 
(or near full) employment 
has been reached, as it 
has at present in Israel. 
Announcements of additio- 
nal projects, loans, urban 
development schemes, bud- 
get allocations and what- 
not must therefore now be 
taken with a grain of salt, 
for under the prevailing 
circumstances they can 
onlv add up to additional 
production if resources are 
freed elsewhere in order 
to make that production 


possible. Otherwise they 
oniy indicate good inten- 
tioons—and added demand 
for the productive factors, 
with all the shifts, pres- 
s-res and distortions re- 


sulting from such a situa- 
tion Such is the lesson 
taught by the Israeli @co- 
nomy'’s performance in 
1960. And what is history 
for if not a warning for 
the future?
